Chicago, April 38 —For the Airst time
since the strike of the American Rall-
way Union 'n 1804, the government has

The writ wan asked for on behalf
of the Employers’ Teamsters' Awnsocia-
tlon on the ground thal the organisa-
tlon was trcorporated under the laws
of Weat Virginia, and. therefore, under
the protection of the federal court. The
order commands all defendants to re-
feain from any interference with the
business of the Employers’ Teamisars'
Annocintion on the ground that the or-
ganisation was Incorporated under the
Iaws of West Virginia, and, therefore,
under the protection of the federal
court. The order commands all Je-
fandants to refraln from any interfer-
+hec with the businesas of the BEm-
ployers’ Taamsters’ Teaming Company
and commands the strikers to refraln
from ploketing, of mosping - ony the
sireatn  with the Intent to Interfere
with the wagonns of the complainant or
Interfering In any manner with non-
unlon men in its employ,
